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Fair worker speaks of 
tragic day girl, 7, died 

Jury hears from operators of inflatables as Crown Court trial enters third week

A FAIRGROUND employee has 
spoken in court of the moment 
he opened the door of an inflat¬ 
able bouncy castle blown away 
by wind to find a seven-year-old 
girl had been inside. 

Two fairground employees 
are standing trial over the death 
of Summer Grant, from Nor¬ 
wich, who died after a bouncy 
castle she was on blew away in 
Harlow. 

William Thurston, 29 and 
Shelby Thurston, 26, are appear¬ 
ing at Chelmsford Crown Court 
charged with manslaughter by 
gross negligence, as yesterday 
(May 2) the trial continued into 
its third week. 

On March 26, 2016, Summer 
Grant was playing on the inflat¬ 
able at the town park funfair 
when it was swept ‘some dis¬ 
tance’. 

Rushed 

The youngster from Norwich 
suffered serious injuries and 
was rushed to Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital, but sadly died a 
few hours later. 

Both self-employed fair¬ 
ground employees are jointly 
accused of gross negligence 
manslaughter and failing to 
reduce the risks of the inflatable 
blowing away. 

On August 16, 2017, the pair 
denied causing the death and 
the case was sent to trial. 

Yesterday (Wednesday, May 2) 
William Thurston was cross- 
examined by defence barrister 
Charles Bott. Mr Bott asked Wil¬ 
liam Thurston what happened 
when the inflatable was lifted by 
the wind. 

William Thurston said: “The

inflatable went out of sight, 
behind the caravans and lorries 
that were at the rear of the fair, 
so then we had to make our way 
through them. The inflatable 
was tumbling down the hill. It 
came to a rest at the bottom on a 
fence. 

“The closest point of the 
inflatable to me was a corner. It 
had not stopped parallel. I knew 
immediately that that was a 
corner where there was an 
emergency exit. 

“I opened the zip and then 
Velcro inside. I pushed it off to 
see if there was anybody 
inside.” 

“I still didn’t believe that 
there was anybody inside. I was 


hoping to God that there wasn’t. 
I poked my head inside first and 
called words to the effect of, ‘Is 
there anybody in there?’ 

“I got no response. There was 
a second where I was relieved 
because I thought there was 
nobody inside.” 

“I went in and saw there was a 
little girl inside. I picked her up, 
carried her outside. 

“There was a few people there 
by that point. I put her in the 
recovery position. 

“She was blinking. Someone 
called an ambulance and it 
seemed like that was there 
immediately. It was really 
quick.”

Mystery of how and why dad 
was stabbed to death remains 


Coroner’s open verdict at inquest into 48-year-old found collapsed two years ago

HOW a Harlow dad came to suffer 
a fatal stab wound to his heart 
remains a mystery two years on. 

Hassan Mohamed, a father-of- 
two, was found by passers-by col¬ 
lapsed in a hedge by a cycle path. 

An inquest into his death at 
Chelmsford Coroner’s Court on 
Friday (April 30) heard that with 
no CCTV footage of the direct 
crime scene, police are still 
unsure how he was stabbed and 
what led to his death. 

Paramedics rushed to perform 
emergency surgery at the scene 
and as they opened up his chest 
they found he had suffered a cut to 
his heart. 

He was then taken to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital but despite 
further medical treatment he 
died. 

■ THE MORNING 
OF MARCH 5, 2016 

Hassan Abdi Mohamed, who 
was 48-years-old, had finished a 
night shift where he worked and 
came home to Abbotsweald in 
Harlow. 

His family was staying at his 
partner’s father’s address and he 
returned home around 8.30am on 
Saturday, March 5, 2016. 

He slept on the sofa in the living 
room downstairs for a short while 
in the morning. 

Mr Mohamed had been using 
class A drugs for several years 
and at about 10am it was under¬ 
stood by his partner that he was 
going “to buy some drugs at a 
usual location'', which was along 
a cycle path in Pyenest Road, close 
to Holly Field. 

His partner took their two chil¬ 
dren to the local shops and Mr 
Mohamed would meet them after 
buying the drugs. 

Detective Chief Inspector Mar¬ 
tin Passmore told the inquest: 
“His son tried ringing him a num¬ 
ber of times with no response and 


went to see where he was. 

“He rang his mother and said 
his dad was on the ground and she 
had to go there quickly.” 

His children were unaware of 
Mr Mohamed’s drug use but knew 
that he would sometimes be in 
that area, which is why his son 
went to look for him. 

When his mother and sister 
arrived at the scene, they saw him 
lying on the ground being atten¬ 
ded to by paramedics. 

DCI Passmore said: “Paramed¬ 
ics performed an emergency oper¬ 
ation at the time. They actually 
opened his chest, identified a cut 
to his heart and stitched the 
heart. 

“They were trying to do 
everything they could to save his 
life. They couldn’t do any more, 
considering the circumstances.” 

Mr Mohamed was then trans¬ 
ferred to Princess Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital for further life-saving 
treatment, but he died at 
12.07pm. 

Dr Benjamin Swift, a forensic 


pathologist, performed a post¬ 
mortem examination the follow¬ 
ing day and noted the cause of 
death as hypovolemic shock and 
cardiac tamponade, due to a stab 
wound to the right ventricle in the 
heart. 

■ WHAT IS 

HYPOVOLEMIC 

SHOCK? 

Cardiac tamponade is a serious 
condition which occurs when 
blood or fluids fill the space 
between the sac that encases the 
heart and the heart muscle itself. 
When this happens there is 
extreme pressure on the heart 
and it prevents the heart’s vent¬ 
ricles from expanding fully. 

A histology report, which looks 
at natural causes of death, and 
toxicology reports were conduc¬ 
ted. Toxicology results revealed 
that there were traces of cocaine, 
heroin, methadone, tramadol and 


citalopram in Mr Mohamed’s sys¬ 
tem. None of the drugs were inges¬ 
ted at levels associated with an 
overdose. 

■ NO CCTV 
FOOTAGE OF THE 
CRIME SCENE 

DCI Passmore was called as an 
expert witness at the inquest. 

He told the coroner that there 
was no CCTV of the incident 
itself. 

However, a figure who police 
believe to be Mr Mohamed was 
seen on CCTV at about 10.17am 
walking towards the area. This 
would match up with reports that 
the father left his house at about 
10am. 

He said: “Mr Mohamed is prob¬ 
ably walking towards the area 
where he was found a short time 
later and this was the last sighting 
of him.” 

There were also scratches on

his face and head, which invest¬ 
igators believe could be where Mr 
Mohamed fell inside hedgerows 
along the cycle path. 

Dr Swift explained in his report 
that although the victim suffered 
a fatal stab wound to the heart, he 
may have been able to walk or 
move for some time after. 

One witness told police that 
they saw Mr Mohamed, who was 
born in Somalia, with a knife 
tucked inside the sleeve of his coat 
jacket. 

Senior coroner Caroline Beas- 
ley-Murray asked DCI Passmore: 
“That knife has never been 
found?" 

DCI Passmore replied: “No, it 
would seem like a type of carving 
knife and he had taken a knife 
from the home address. 

“Why did he take a knife with 
him to purchase drugs, and what 
was the catalyst at the scene for 
violence to be used?,” she said. 

DCI Passmore told the inquest 
that Essex Police, although invest¬ 
igating numerous lines of inquiry, 


are still unsure what unfolded 
down that path that led to Mr 
Mohamed being stabbed. 

The knife that was seen inside 
his sleeve has never been 
recovered. 

■ THEORIES 
POLICE HAVE 
EXPLORED 

Police have also questioned 
whether Mr Mohamed had a debt 
through his use of drugs, or that 
he could have taken the weapon 
with him to intend to rob the 
dealers. 

However, there has been no 
evidence to further suggest or 
investigate these theories. 

DCI Passmore said: “We don’t 
understand what happened at the 
scene. We know the knife has 
never been found. We believe who¬ 
ever stabbed Mr Mohamed took 
the knife with them.” 

He also said they have no 
reports of why the knife was taken 
to the scene with the dad-of-two. 

The case remains open 

DCI Passmore insisted: “The 
case is not closed. We have at this 
stage exhausted all reasonable 
lines of inquiry. If new evidence 
came to light in the future it 
would be ready to be revisted.” 

The coroner said: “Hassan Abdi 
Mohamed, who had been born in 
Somalia, on January 1, 1968, and 
at the time of his death was living 
in Harlow. 

“He sadly died on March 5,2016, 
it’s been a while ago, and all that 
time Essex Police have been car¬ 
rying out this investigation. 

“I am going to record an open 
conclusion. We haven’t got all the 
pieces of the jigsaw, we just don’t 
know quite what happened on 
that Saturday morning. 

“He clearly was much loved, 
seeing the family here today, and I 
would like to express my con¬ 
dolences with you and hope you 
will be able to think about the 
happy memories that you have 
with him.”

Five-year-old’s 
heartbreaking 
words as her 
sister died at 
the fairground

THE trial against two fairground workers whose 
bouncy castle flew away with a little girl inside 
revealed the heartbreaking thing the victim’s sister 
said at the time. 

William Thurston, 28, and Shelby Thurston, 26, 
appeared on Monday at Chelmsford Crown Court, 
jointly accused of manslaughter by gross neg¬ 
ligence. 

Seven-year-old Summer Grant was playing on the 
couple’s inflatable dome at Harlow Town Park on 
March 26, 2016, when it lifted into the air and flew 
300 metres down a hill. 

The little girl, from Norwich, was taken to Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital, but sadly died just hours 
later as a result of her injuries. 

The trial entered its third week on Monday, with 
the defence opening its case as Shelby Thurston 
took to the stand. 

Sobbing, she told the court how, after the bouncy 
castle had come to a stop, she took Sharon Stephens, 
Summer’s grandmother, and five-year-old sister 
Lily to one of the caravans. 

“Then Lily said something that completely broke 
my heart,” Mrs Thurston said. “T think Summer’s 
poorly.’” 

Summer had gone to the funfair that day with 
father Lee Grant, aunt Tasha Stephens, as well as 
her sister and grandmother. 

Together, the two girls were “playing and laugh¬ 
ing” on the waltzers before going on the playground 
section, which included a small inflatable slide and 
the Circus SuperDome. 

Meanwhile, Shelby and William Thurston had 
decided to deflate the larger inflatable slide as the 


weather was due to deteriorate. I was aware that 
there was a storm due to come in during the 
Monday,” Mrs Thurston said. “I checked the fore¬ 
cast. 

“We decided we would close everything down 
early, because it had started to rain. 

“It started to show signs that the weather would be 
changing so we started closing everything down. We 
had seen in the forecast that the weather was due to 
deteriorate at around 6pm.” 

She added: “If it rains then because there’s quite a 
long descent when children come down, they pick up 
quite a lot of speed so when they come off the end, it 
can become quite dangerous.” 

After playing on the slide for a couple of turns, 
Summer then went onto the dome. 

Playground 

The fairground workers decided to let the two girls 
finish their last few minutes on the playground 
before they would deflate that too. 

All of a sudden, the inflatable came off the 
ground. 

Mrs Thurston said: “I screamed and I tried to grab 
hold of it but it wouldn’t hold. 

“My immediate reaction was that the slide next to 
it would blow away as well so I ran towards that and 
started undoing the zips around it to let that down. 

“I remember that William had run after it and 
what I now know to be Summer’s dad, Lee. When I 
got down to the bottom, the dome had already come 
to a stop.” 

Mr Thurston had opened the inflatable, which had 
come to rest on a fence post by nearby Pets Corner. 

Mrs Thurston told the court how her husband 
brought out Summer, who was awake but not speak¬ 
ing. 



She said: “William had carried her out and laid 
her on the floor. I remember just looking up. She was 
not speaking, but she was awake and responsive, her 
eyes were blinking. 

“It was just horrible to see. William had put her in 
the recovery position and her dad was kneeling 
down by her side and I asked if anybody had called 
an ambulance. 

“I was in so much shock, everything was a blur 
from there. I did not know what to believe so I just 
stood to one side and waited for the ambulance to 
arrive. 

“I stayed there until the ambulance arrived and 
William said to go back down to where the fair¬ 
ground was set up. He says now that he did not want 
me to see what was going on. It was such a blur.” 

The prosecution states that the defendants failed 
to adequately anchor the inflatable to the ground, as 
well as monitor the weather conditions. 

Having grown up in the industry and worked on 
inflatables since she was a young girl, Mrs Thurston 
said she knew when the weather would affect the 
operation of a bouncy castle. 

She said: “Within our experience and knowledge 
of the Beaufort scale, between 19-24mph is our 
critical level for when we should take down the 
inflatable. 

“We decided it would be better to cut off at the 
lower end rather than the 24mph. 

“It would have been a decision I could have made 
on my own but I’m sure it was in agreement with 
William Senior.” 

The prosecution’s expert witness, Doctor Richard 
Wild, is an esteemed weather adviser and fellow of 
the Royal Meteorological Society. 

He previously told the jury how the gusts of wind 
in the area within the hour of the incident reached 
as high as 40mph. 

“At the time of the incident, gusts of wind were in 
the region of 35-40mph,” said Dr Wild. “Gail-force 
winds officially start at 39mph. 

“The windiest time of the day was at the time of 
the incident or slightly after, during that evening.” 

In terms of the anchorage, Mrs Thurston told the 
court how 17 stakes were given to her and her father, 
Billy Searle, when he purchased the inflatable in 
2014. 

The requirement under the British Standard is 
24. The trial continues

THE bouncy castle that came 
loose with seven-year-old Sum¬ 
mer Grant inside rolled up to 15 
times in the air before coming to a 
stop 300 metres away. 

Last Friday, the trial of fair¬ 
ground workers William Thur¬ 
ston, 28 and wife Shelby, 25, 
continued as the court heard 
how Summer’s aunt and grand¬ 
mother watched as the event 
unfolded. 

The married couple are jointly 
accused of gross negligence man¬ 
slaughter and failing to reduce 
the risks of the inflatable blowing 
away. 

Summer went to the fairground 
with father Lee Grant, five-year- 
old sister Lily, aunt Tasha Steph¬ 
ens and grandmother Sharon 
Stephens. 

After playing on the slide inflat¬ 


able for a few minutes, Summer 
went onto the Circus SuperDome. 
Within minutes, it had lifted up 
off the ground and went rolling 
backwards. 

In her police statement read out 
to the court, Tasha Stephens 
described seeing the tragedy 
unfold. She said: “Suddenly, there 
was a gust of wind and the gust of 
wind lifted the dome up in the 
air. 

Rolled 

“It took off and flew over the 
caravans behind. I saw the dome 
begin to lift off and roll down the 
hill. 

“It rolled around 12 to 15 times 
in the air. 

“I was in shock, it was very 
quick. I saw it blow about 150 to 
250 metres and it stopped in front 


of some trees. By the time I got to 
were the dome stopped my broth¬ 
er Lee was already there.” 

Before the incident, Sharon 
Stephens was watching the girls 
“playing and laughing” on the 
attractions. 

Suddenly, she heard Tasha and 
Lee scream as Lily was standing 
next to her. 

Sharon said: “No sooner had 
Summer gone onto the dome it 
flipped over in a flash. 

“I heard Tasha and Lee scream, 
“Summer!” 

“I lost sight of it and about five 
or ten seconds after it had lifted. I 
was shocked. 

“It lifted up and landed on the 
lorries. 

“I cannot remember anymore, I 
was in complete and utter 
shock.” 


THE bouncy castle that flew off 
with a seven-year-old girl inside 
“did not comply with industry 
standards'*, a court heard. 

On March 26, 2016, Summer 
Grant was visiting the funfair at 
Harlow Town Park with her fam¬ 
ily when the SuperDome inflat¬ 
able she was playing on lifted up 
and flew 300 metres down a hill. 

The youngster from Norwich 
suffered serious injuries, and 
died hours later in hospital. 

On Wednesday last week, the 
court heard from two inflatable 
inspectors who examined the 
bouncy castle after the tragedy. 

They identified a number of 
failures by the manufacturer, 
including a lack of anchorage 
points, which meant it did not 
meet the industry standard. 

Darren Nash, specialist 
inspector from the HSE, told the 
jury how the inflatable had just 17 
anchorage points on the base, 
when the BSI, the international 
standard, requirement is 24. 

He added: “It would then be 
susceptible to lift and break 
away.” 

Another failure included user 
information markings not being 
visible when the bouncy castle, 
made by Just Inflatables, was in 
use. 

Several key pieces of inform¬ 
ation were missing from the label, 
including the maximum and min¬ 
imum air pressures it could with¬ 
stand. Emergency exits were also 
an issue. They identified two exits 
at the rear of the inflatable with 
pieces of fabric covering the zips. 

In a discussion with Just Inflat¬ 
ables’ design manager, Guy Ger- 
rish, in September 2017, Mr Nash 
made recommendations to Mr

Gerrish that there needed to be a 
review of the operating proced¬ 
ures to include information about 
blowers and air pressures. 

The manual is not specific to 
the Circus SuperDome, and 
instead make reference to a Bun¬ 
gee Fun Run. 

The instructions are “generic”, 
William Thurston’s defence law¬ 
yer, Charles Bott, said. 

Although these are manufac¬ 
turing faults, Mr Nash explained 
how the operator of the inflatable 
still has a duty to assure the safety 
of those using it. 

He said: “There are factors and 
means by which a manufacturer 
can assist in the operator’s task 
but that does not remove the 
requirement of the operator from 
monitoring and taking appropri¬ 
ate action based on the inform¬ 
ation they are taking in. 

“The variables that can effect 
air-pressure levels are significant 
and therefore I do not believe they 
can be completely dealt with by 
the manufacturer.” 

Former inflatable inspector for 
Pipa, an industry body, Kenneth 
Lawrence also told the court how 
the lack of anchorage points com¬ 
bined with a high pressure would 
affect the bouncy castle. 

“Dome inflatables are very dif- 


negligence and breaches of the 
Health and Safety at Work Act. 

Here are the charges in full: 

■ Count 1: Shelby Thurston 
and William Thurston are 
charged with manslaughter- 
unlawful killing of Summer 
Grant by gross negligence in a 
breach of your duty to take 
reasonable care to ensure the 
inflatable (Circus SuperDome 
Inflatable) was adequately 
anchored to the ground and to

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Group calling for history not 
homes on ex-POW camp site 


Campaigners want wartime huts to be museum instead of making way for houses

PLANS to replace a Second World War prisoner of 
war camp with 40 homes have met with fierce 
resistance. 

Pelham Structures submitted a plan to Uttlesford 
District Council last year to develop the area of 
Hatfield Heath where Camp 116 is based, describing 
it as “a blotch on the landscape” in the application. 

Almost half of the homes would have at least three 
bedrooms, while ten are classed as affordable. 

But campaigners have formed action group His¬ 
tory Not Homes and have launched a petition 
against the £8 million proposed development - with 
1,185 signing in the first week. 

Museum 


Carpenter James Bradley, leading the campaign, 
said: “Once it’s gone, you can’t rebuild history. 

“I learned so much more from museums than I did 
at school and this needs to be kept for future 
generations. 

“A lot of people are interested in keeping it and 
turning it into a museum.” 

The campaigners are raising funds to potentially 
bankroll the site’s transformation into a museum 
and, according to Mr Bradley, have submitted an 
application to earmark the site as a historical 
asset. 

He hopes this would protect the site from redevel¬ 
opment. 

The plans state: “The scheme looks to redevelop 
an area of previously developed land within the 
green belt, which is a currently a blotch on the 
landscape, into a desirable residential development 
that is sensitive to its surroundings. 

“As such, the application looks to where possible 
provide ecological, landscape and highways bet¬ 
terment. 

“In addition, the development looks to respond 
directly to the need for housing in the district.”

The 41-year-old told The Mirror last month: “The 
camp is in a poor condition because it has been left 
to decay over the years. However, it is not beyond 
restoration. 

“I believe that it would be a great asset to the 
village if the camp were to become a small museum. 
It would provide local employment and revenue for 
local businesses.” 

The majority of the properties are designed in a 
Tudorbethan-style, which Pelham Structures says 
mirrors the style of houses it creates throughout the 
district. 

Organic 

The developer hopes to create an “organic street 
scene” that will “give the appearance of having 
evolved over the years” instead of a “characterless” 
modern development. It also says the plans will 
create ten construction jobs per year and an extra 
£370,000 worth of spending within local shops and 
services from the new residents. 

Camp 116, built in 1941, was closed in 1955 but the 
buildings were retained and many remain intact. 

An English Heritage survey rated the camp as 
‘near complete’ in 2003. 

Pelham Structures’ archaeological assessment 
states: “The most significant impact of development 
will be the removal of the structures associated with 
the former PoW camp.”

Epic trek inspired by

The spring sun’s out and Harlow should be buzzing... 


Market’s glory 
days behind it, 
say stallholders

WALKING around Harlow town 
centre on a nice sunny day you 
would expect it to be bustling. 

However, despite Harlow being 
one of Essex’s major towns, the 
reality is that it is relatively 
empty.

On Tuesday (April 16) there 
were a total of four stalls set up in 
the town centre as part of Harlow 
Market. 

Pritpal blames the downturn in 
traders on the licencing team who 
have managed it since August 
2016. 

Problems 

“If there were any problems on 
a particular day then the manager 
would say OK you don’t have to 
pay rent for the day - he would 
understand,” Pritpal explained. 

“But now we have to pay by 
direct debit. 

“There’s nothing to promote 
the markets at all and there are 
also so many restrictions. 

“People packed up and left. 

“I am thinking about doing the 
same because business is down so 
much.” 

Pritpal, who also works at Dart- 


ford Market twice a week and 
lives in West London, went on to 
explain how he now pays for two 
pitches instead of one as well as 
for parking permits. 

As a result the extra financial 
burden is all starting to add up 
and, combined with the lack of 
flexibility brought about by a dir¬ 
ect debit, Pritpal said he is ser¬ 
iously losing out on business. 

“This January, February and 
March have been the most dif¬ 
ficult because of the bad weather,” 
he added. 

“The council get money for 
nothing. 

“They should be encouraging 
us to come more often.” 

Along with the direct debit, 
traders are also required to have a 
street trading licence should they 
wish to operate in Harlow Mar¬ 
ket. 

However, Sunny - who runs a 
clothing stall - believes the licen¬ 
cing team can’t possibly under¬ 
stand how a market works. 



“The licencing team took over 
and then they put so many con¬ 
ditions and rules on,” he said. 

“If you have never worked in a 
market then you will never under¬ 
stand a market’s point of view. 

Understand 


“If you work in an office you 
will never understand. 

“There’s a lot of give and take 
we have got to do. 

“There’s no flexibility now. 

“Since January to March I have 
had about 14 days off - so I have 
lost a month’s worth of trade and I 
am still having to pay that direct 
debit.” 

Five years ago Harlow Market 
was situated in Market Square. 

But its new location is in Broad 
Walk and Eastgate. 

After revamping Market 
Square and relocating the traders

but traders are struggling to make living 



they were given gazebos instead 
to use as cover from the vagaries 
of the weather. 

However, Market Square is now 
about to undergo another revamp 
with the area currently fenced 
off. 

“They spent a lot of money to 
knock that market down. 

“And four or five years later, the 
same thing is happening again,” 
said Sunny. 

“This part of town is forgotten - 
it is all about the Water Gardens. 

“There is no one here to under¬ 
stand the traders’ problems. 

“All they want us to do is to keep 
paying our direct debit and 
there’s no one here to report to. 

“We do serve a lot of the local 
community - some of them can’t 
afford to go to the shops - and 
that’s how we have lasted. 

“We feel that it is going to be our 


last year because it’s just too 
expensive. 

“The council need to under¬ 
stand they have lost so many 
traders in the last two years and 
we need to encourage people to 
come to the High Street.” 


Another trader, who wished to 
remain anonymous, described 
how falling behind on the direct 
debits resulted in him losing his 
stall. 

“They used to collect the rent 
off of us and when you haven’t got 
someone to collect the money it 
can be very easy to get behind,” he 
said. 

“Since then I have been paying 
it back bit by bit. 

“It’s a pain in the neck having to 
pay for that licence.” 

Revamping Harlow Town 


centre has become one of Harlow 
Council’s main focuses and, in 
December 2017, council members 
unanimously approved a proposal 
to knock down buildings at the 
West Gate in order to build a new 
complex. 

Demolition work has already 
begun with the shopping centre 
set to be replaced by a total of four 
new buildings ranging from three 
to a whopping sixteen storeys 
high. 

In terms of attracting people 
back to the town centre something 
drastic may be needed. 

However, according to the 
traders, it is all about promotion 
and encouraging people into Har¬ 
low, as well as letting would-be 
customers know that the market 
is operating. 

A spokesperson for Harlow 
Council said: “In 2016 the market 



traders were moved from Market 
Square to the northern end of 
Broad Walk where there is more 
footfall and a greater profile than 
in Market Square. 

“When the changes first 
happened we ensured that the 
changes would ha 
implications on 
least a year - waiving the licence 
fee and freezing the daily fees. 

“The changes simply align the 
market traders with other street 
traders in Broad Walk and means 
each trader must have a street 
trading licence. 

“Daily fees are annualised and 
collected by direct debit every 
month which is the same for all 
street traders. 

“The changes were made in 
consultation with the market 
traders and meant there was no 
longer a need for a dedicated mar¬ 


tn 


ket manager. 

“Sadly the days of a thriving 
traditional market in the town 
centre are long gone. 

“Fierce competition from main 
stream retailers present in the 
town centre, the national decline 
in market trading and changing 
consumer habits have created an 
environment where a full-time, 
regular market is hard to sustain 
and unfortunately cannot stay the 
same. 

Changes 

“This is why we had to make the 
changes. 

“However we remain commit¬ 
ted to supporting a thriving and 
diverse town centre offer and we 
have to balance our support to all 
commercial businesses and 
trades across the town. 

“We have tried a number of 


schemes over the years to support 
the market traders, including the 
purchase of new gazebos, provid¬ 
ing specialist business support to 
traders and extending the market 
into Broad Walk and offering free 
trading periods to encouraging 
new traders. However, the 
increase of deep discount retail, 
internet shopping and diversity 
amongst supermarkets have cre¬ 
ated difficult trading conditions 
throughout the market sector. 

“We do have some street 
traders in Broad Walk who have 
found gaps in the market to make 
their trade a success and traders 
need to continue to adapt and 
create flexibility in their offer 
appealing to gaps in the con¬ 
sumer market.”

Mr Hughes said: “Initially, 
those at the local meetings organ¬ 
ised by the council will recall the 
excuse that Gilston was only in

This later changed to 
the area being chosen but only for 
3,000 houses during the plan peri¬ 
od, then it became 10,000 and now 
we see further number inflation if 


the area outside of Hertfordshire 
is taken into account.” 

Campaigners fear that now pro¬ 
posals are coming together for a 
large new town, built predomin-

ately on green land and on the 
greenbelt, the new development 
will lead to a large urban sprawl 
that encompasses villages in the 
area. 

Mr Hughes said: “The reality is 
that once you break the protection 
of the green belt, it is a free-for- 
all. 

“The developer calls it a ‘Neck¬ 
lace of Village’ and the council a 
Garden Town, it cannot be both, 
when the reality is urban sprawl 
on an epic scale. 

Occupants 

“23,000 homes with 2.5 occu¬ 
pants per household is equivalent 
to a 70 per cent increase in the size 
of Harlow or seven new Saw- 
bridgeworths.” 

When the Garden Town plan 
was announced in January, 2018, 
it was condemned by rural groups 
and residents opposed to the 
development. 

Kevin FitzGerald, honorary 
director of CPRE Hertfordshire, 
said: “If it succeeds, this plan 
heralds the death knell of the 
rural character of a swathe of 
Hertfordshire. 

“Beautiful villages, supposedly 
protected by green belt, look set to 
be swallowed up by the urban 
sprawl of a neighbouring town.”

THE timing of this question 
could not be better and the 
short answer is “no, 
absolutely not.” 

Just this week, the GP 
surgery that I have been 
going to my entire life, Osier 
House in Potter Street where 
I live and am a Labour 
councillor, closed. 

As a result, nearly 3,500 
registered patients - many 


frail and elderly - have been 
“dispersed” to surgeries in 
Church Langley, Bush Lair 
and Staple Tye where they 
are expected to travel by bus, 
even though there are no 
direct services. 

Since I learned of this 
decision, I have been 
fighting tooth and nail with 
my fellow Labour 
councillors, resident groups 
and the Osier House Patients 
Leedback Group for a 
reversal of this decision or 
for an alternative 
arrangement to be made in 
Potter Street, but to no avail. 

People need to know the 
real story behind Osier 
House and to understand 
what is set to happen to 
other GP surgeries in Harlow 
under the Tories. 

The simple truth is that 
Osier House was not 
“profitable” and under this 
Conservative government, 

GP practices must make a 
profit or they will close, 
regardless of the vital role 


they’re playing in the 
community and the 
thousands of sick and 
vulnerable people under 
their care. 

Last year, Osier House lost 
£120,000 of central 
government funding. 
Consequently it was no 
longer profitable. 

This is what privatisation 
of our health service looks 
like in practice and it’s 
happening the length and 
breadth of the country. 

And for our MP, Robert 
Halfon to publicly “raise 
concerns” and to give the 
impression that he is against 
this decision is disingenuous 
at best, when it has been 
widely noted that it is the 
policies of his government 
that have led to this decision.

Will waiting times in surrounding GP surgeries increase with the closure of Osier House?

THE majority of the increase 
in pressure on our health 
services is from two main 
sources - firstly the 
improvement in healthcare 
that creates the good news 
that we are now living 
longer, the second the 
increasing population 
brought about by the 
increase in immigration. 

We have seen recently the 
impending closure of Osier 
House surgery in Potter 
Street, which will reduce the 
number of GPs in Harlow 
and will increase pressure on 
other surgeries if patients 
have to be registered 
elsewhere. This should not 
be a political issue - it’s a 
community issue where 
those of all parties and none, 
should come together, work 
together and get this 
decision overturned for the 
good of our town. We should 
be looking to get more GPs 
trained, more practices 
opened and reduce the 
number of patients on GPs 
lists so waiting times for 
appointments comes down. 
Community pharmacies also 
have a larger role to play by 
doing simple diagnoses and 
diagnostic procedures. 

The problem locally is we 
have a hospital trying to

raise its standards again with 
a new team, knowing the 
real solution is a new 
hospital. Without this 
deadline for a new hospital, 
planning sensibly at PAH is 
always going to be difficult. 
Why invest in something 
that is coming to the end of 
its usefulness? 

Nationally we have a 
number of issues on finance 
- mainly created by the 
Private Linance Initiative 
which have crippled Trusts 
with 30 years of debt, and 
left the taxpayer bills up to 
six times what units cost to 
build. This has left those 
Trusts with multi-million 
pound bills before they treat 
a single patient. Every single 


one of those deals needs its 
terms renegotiated. That 
together with the reduced 
budgets in social care 
meaning we can’t get 
patients out of hospital and 
back into their homes. I’m 
incredibly proud that for the 
last two General Elections 
UKIP have pledged more for 
the NHS, social care and 
mental health care than any 
other party. 

But the biggest issue for 
the NHS is staffing levels. 
Until recently the two old 
parties supported a cap of 
7,500 nurse and medical 
training places. The 
Government has recently 
raised those to 10,000. But in 
both cases we have 
estimated shortfalls of 
100,000. We can’t wait ten 
years to fix this. That also 
takes no account of 
retirements or those who 
wish to leave. UKIP would 
scrap these targets and work 
to increase both sets of 
training numbers. Hospitals 
should all be training 
establishments, GPs should 
be encouraged to take on 
trainee registrars, and more 
universities should have 
medical schools. UKIP would 
also scrap tuition fees for 
these key courses.

11, said: “Positively MAD 
have come in to help 
students to overcome exam 
fears and stresses by arming 
them with practical ideas 
and tactics they can use in 
preparation for their exams. 

“At this time of year, 
students become stressed 
and a little panicky. This is 
about reducing that and 
enabling them to get the best 
out of their exams.” 

The opportunity was 
brought to Burnt Mill free of 
charge by Make It Happen.

George Clarke has launched the Ministry of Building, Innovation and Education Design Challenge 


HARLOW College 
Construction students, 
taking part in a design 
competition pitched their 
ideas to TV presenter and 
renowned architect George 
Clarke, famous for his 
Channel 4 series The 
Restoration Man and 
Amazing Spaces. 

George was visiting Harlow 
College as part of the judging 
panel to choose winning 
designs for his recently 
launched Mobie (Ministry of 
Building, Innovation and 
Education) Design 
Challenge, where groups of 
students from schools and 
colleges across the UK were 
invited to submit ideas for a 
homes of the future national 
design competition. 

Gerry Ruffles, head of 
Mobie education, who has 
been working closely with 
the students over the past 
few months, said of the 
students: “I’ve been really 
impressed, not just by the 
work they’ve been doing but 
by their motivation and 
enthusiasm. 

“They’ve come up with 
some really creative and 


wacky ideas.” 

Mobie was launched in 
May 2017 primarily to help 
create new ways of thinking 
around designing and 
building homes for the 
future. 

“What we’re looking for is 
a bit of inventiveness when it 
comes to thinking about the 
future of homes” George 
commented. 

“For me, more than 
anything, it’s about thinking 
differently. 

“Most houses are built in a 
fairly conventional way and 
Mobie’s been set up to do 
something different to that. 

“Three attributes that a 
good young designer should 
have are passion, inspiration 
and naivety. 

“The beautiful thing about 
being a little bit naive is that 
you have more of an 
enquiring mind and you ask 
more questions.” 

After much deliberation, 
two groups were chosen to 
go through to the national 
final at MTC (Manufacturing 
and Technology Centre) in 
Coventry, where they were 
up against teams from 


Sheffield, Nottingham, 
Hartlepool and 
Middlesbrough, pitching 
their designs to a packed 
auditorium of over 250 
industry professionals. 

Harlow College narrowly 
missed out on the top prize, 
finishing a close second to 
Nottingham. 

Charlie, a Year 1 
Construction student and a 
member of one of the 
winning groups, said: “We’re 
really glad we put the hard 
work in - it was a real group 
effort. 

“We’re so excited that 
we’ve made it through to the 
final.” 

Mark Strange, assistant 
academy manager for 
Construction, said: “George’s 
visit was an amazing 
experience for both staff and 
students. 

“It was great to be able to 
take advice from someone 
who is at the top of their 
profession and I know 
George was impressed with 
how the students presented 
themselves and put their 
ideas across. 

“The college will be 


running an HNC in Future 
Homes Design in September, 
and George and his team 
have had a significant input 
into the design of the 
course. 

“We’re really excited to be 
offering this amazing 


opportunity for young home 
designers of the future.” 

George said of his time at 
the college: “The day was a 
massive success. 

“The two groups that we 
chose to go through to the 
final were outstanding - 


much beyond the level that I 
thought they would be. 

“That’s what we’re looking 
for with Mobie - people 
who are competent in all 
areas, whether it be good 
design or good technical 
ability.”

SINCE the development for 
Harlow New Town began in 
1947, the landscape has seen 
significant changes as 
houses, shops and industry 
have replaced fields and 
woodland while the battle 
remained to keep our green 
spaces protected, writes 
Ryan Karolak. 

The site for The High, in 
the town centre, had itself a 
small forest plantation along 
the western area with fields 
running along the east, but 
even in these early days the 
plan for a multi-purpose 
shopping centre with both 
interior and exterior stalls 
was being devised by the 
Harlow Development 
Corporation. 

The corporation was 
headed up by the likes of 
Frederick Gibberd (town 
planner for Harlow) and Ben 
Hyde Harvey (general 
manager 1955-1973) and the 
scheme was intended to fully 
come to fruition after the 
passing of the corporation 
onto Harlow District Council 
in the 1970s. 

In “Harlow: The Story of a 
New Town”’ Gibberd, 

Harvey and Andrew Bardsley 
(the general manager from 
1973 to 1980) talk at length 
about the centre’s 
development which reflects 
the town’s evolution over the 
past 70 years. 

Shopping surveys showed 
that Harlow was attracting a 
growing trade from the 
surrounding area. 

It became apparent that 
whether or not town 
expansion took place, the 
land available would not be 
sufficient to accommodate 
all the required shopping 
space, its ancillary service 
roads and car parking. 

Little Walk, Broad Walk, 
Cross Street and the Market 
Square had been 
accommodating the needs of 
the people of Harlow, 
alongside the small 
neighbourhood cluster 
shops. But something that 
became clear to the 
Corporation throughout this 
time was that Harlow was 


becoming a hub for 
shopping, services and 
performance; with the 
development of cinema 
services and sport facilities 
in the 1960s and the revision 
to the Master Plan adding 
another 20,000 proposed 
residents to future property 
developments in Harlow. 

Although work started in 
1979, the Corporation came 
up against many problems 
that delayed construction 
from its original 1976 start 
date. 

One factor was the balance 
of service roads and 
pedestrianisation in the 
centre which faced public 
criticism from the “Friends 
of the Earth” who were 
campaigning for a cycleway 
through the town centre and 
the Harlow Playhouse 
Supporters Club which 
printed leaflets stating: “At 
enormous expense! By 
public demand? Coming 
shortly? The Dead Centre of 
Harlow Produced by the 
Harlow Development 
Corporation From designs by 
Sir Frederick Gibberd”. 

Their petition alongside St 
Paul’s Church’s opposition, 
led to a public inquiry which 
took place in August 1977. 
Once the concerns had been 
addressed by May 1978, 
Gibberd and the Corporation 
could continue with their 
plan for the Harvey Centre. 

The centre would take 
influences from American 
shopping malls with a fully 
enclosed space with air 
conditioning throughout the 
space. 

Gibberd’s design for the 
centre was one for 
simplicity, making sure that 
it stood out amongst the rest 
and, in turn, wasn’t an 
assault on the eyes to 
shoppers. 

The objective for Harvey 
Centre was to provide a cool 
and elegant background, 
leaving it to the shop fronts 
and their interiors to provide 
the visual excitement. Very 
few materials but of the 
highest quality are used, 
such as marble contrasted by 


stainless steel and glass, 
decoration being focused on 
sculpture and plants. 

As someone who grew up 
in the 1990s, I very much 
remember the past look of 
the Harvey Centre with its 
light colours in situ seating 
and Solo Flight sitting atop 
the water fountain with the 
occasional penny being 


flicked into the water. 

Out of the thousands of 
photos within the collection 
at Harlow Museum, the one 
here showcasing the Harvey 
Centre from the first floor 
with Solo Flight is my 
favourite - the colours are 
bold with a wide range of 
shops present and Solo Fight 
framing it all together. 


It feels like a true snapshot 
into the history of Harlow 
and a photo I like to show 
people whenever I get the 
chance. 

If you maybe wondering 
where Solo Flight is these 
days, it’s not too far from us 
at Harlow Museum on First 
Avenue across from St Mary 
of Latton Church. 


If you find yourself 
wondering by, come along to 
the museum and find out 
more about the changing 
face of our town centre.

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Hospital embraces campaign to get 
patients active and out of their PJs

PRINCESS Alexandra 
Hospital in Harlow is saying 
‘yes’ to a challenge set by the 
NHS in its anniversary year - 
to get patients out of 
pyjamas and active as an aid 
to recovery. 

Staff will be counting 
down the days to the NHS 
birthday in June by making 
individual pledges to 
“support the #endpjparalysis 
70-day challenge”; to get the 
message across, they marked 
the launch of their campaign 


by donning their own 
pyjamas to raise awareness 
among patients and families. 

In its 70th birthday year 
the NHS has set a 70-day 
challenge as part of its drive 
to end ‘pyjama paralysis’ and 
give patients back one 
million days of their precious 
time that would otherwise be 
wasted in bed, in a hospital 
or care home. 

Princess Alexandra 
Hospital launched its own 
campaign on Tuesday, April 


17, and asked the question of 
staff and patients: If you had 
1,000 days to live, would you 
spend them in hospital? 

Getting people moving - if 
they are able to - often 
reduces the length of time 
they need to spend in 
hospital and speeds their 
recovery. 

The medical evidence 
shows that a long stay in 
hospital can be detrimental 
to recovery. 

Patients in hospital spend 


the majority of their time 
sedentary and it is now 
known that this causes real 
harm and results in a loss of 
function and independence 
(known as deconditioning). 
The #endPJparalysis 
campaign aims to raise 
awareness of this and 
encourage staff to support 
patients and families to 
bring clothing for their 
relatives, and staff to support 
patients to wear their own 
clothing, get out of bed and 


move around and get active. 

Professor Nancy Fontaine, 
the chief nurse and deputy 
chief executive at The 
Princess Alexandra Hospital 
Trust, said: “Wearing 
pyjamas can reinforce 
feeling unwell and can 
prevent a speedy recovery. 

“We see at close quarters 
the positive effect on 
patients both physically and 
mentally of getting out of 
pyjamas or hospital gowns 
and becoming more mobile. 


I have personally pledged 
that our trust should take the 
lead in becoming gown-free. 
Hospital gowns are not 
dignified and unless our 
patients truly require them 
we want to encourage 
comfortable clothing, 
slippers or shoes, or well 
fitting pyjamas and dressing 
gown. Most importantly for 
patients, we would 
encourage you to get up, 
keep moving and maintain 
muscle use.”

I feel many things about 
writer-directors Marc 
Silverstein and Abby 
Kohn’s romantic 
comedy of female 
empowerment and body 
fascism, but none of them 
are particularly pretty.

However, here she is at the 
mercy of Silverstein and 
Kohn’s script, which piles on 
misery and self-loathing in 
the opening hour until it 
becomes impossible to 
achieve redemption, even 
with Schumer working 
tirelessly to milk laughs from 
each set-up. 

Renee Barrett (Schumer) 
works behind the scenes on 
a website for luxury 
cosmetics brand Lily 
LeClaire, which is run by 
CEO Avery LeClaire 
(Michelle Williams) from the 
company’s plush office on 
Fifth Avenue in New York. 

By chance, a position for 
receptionist becomes vacant 
and Renee musters the 
courage to apply. 

She secures an interview 
because Avery has been 
advised by her grandmother 
Lily (Lauren Hutton) to 
broaden the demographic 
employed by the company 
so it better reflects the 
women who buy the 
products. 

Shortly before her face-to- 
face with Avery, Renee hits 
her head during her spin 
cycle gym class and the 
sickening knock induces the 
applicant to see herself as 
magazine-spread thin and 


beautiful. 

To everyone else, she is 
the same Renee, except now 
she fizzes with self- 
confidence. 

Consequently, Renee 
dazzles Avery, snags an 
adoring boyfriend called 
Ethan (Rory Scovel) and 
turns the head of Avery’s 
handsome brother Grant 
(Tom Hopper). 

I Feel Pretty left an 
exceedingly bitter taste in 
my mouth, despite my 
unabiding love for Schumer, 
who looks gorgeous and 
radiant in every frame. 

The romance with Scovel 
is sweetly adorable but the 
script creates a minefield for 
the actors because Renee 
only accepts that she’s 
beautiful after Ethan tells 
her she is. 

She has to be validated by 
him, and by other people 
around her, and that isn’t 
healthy. 

It completely undermines 
Renee’s inspirational, tub- 
thumping speech on how 
carefree girls are subjected 
to a barrage of criticism and 
polished advertising that 
steals their childhood 
innocence, self-confidence 
and individuality. 

The sermon is sound and 
incredibly vital. 

Unfortunately, Silverstein 
and Kohn’s church is unfit.

THE STRANGERS: PREY AT NIGHT (15) 

★★★★★ 

This feels like one of those sequels where it 
doesn’t matter if you didn’t see the original. 

The plot, such as it is, doesn’t take us anywhere 
we haven’t been before in horror films and we 
can be pretty sure that whatever nastiness 
might have happened in prequel The Strangers 
(2008) is being revisited with just a few 
variations 10 years on. 

That said, although The Strangers: Prey At 
Night (awful title) does have ideas that 
distinguish it from the rest of the horror horde. 
But unfortunately these ideas aren’t to do with 
story or character but are more around tone 
and atmosphere. 

A family of four head for a break at a country 
trailer park before the daughter Kinsey (Bailee 
Madison) heads to boarding school. She’s the 
typical troubled teen of movie lore, sporting a 
surly attitude and a Ramones T-shirt. Mum 
Cindy (Christina Hendricks) and dad Mike 
(Martin Henderson) are fraught with worry 
and, apparently, having financial difficulties. 
Son Luke (Lewis Pullman) would rather be 
playing baseball with his mates than go on this 
family bonding trip. In short, no one wants to 
go on the trip but while they might be dreading 
family tension and stupefying boredom on 
their weekend away much worse awaits as a 
trio of masked maniacs start hunting them 
down. 

Parody 

The Strangers: Prey At Night takes us down 
some well-worn paths of the horror genre 
without offering much new. The ’masked 
slasher who unerringly finds out where you’re 
hiding’ has been done so many times before 
you wonder if this is more parody than horror, 
especially when the tone and music is so 
suggestive of the late 70s and early 80s. Classic 
John Carpenter horrors are referenced but 
never bettered and, to be frank, it’s hard to 
care about any of the main characters when 
they’re so lame in the first place. 

The film is shot in an interesting way though. 
Slow zooms and lingering long shots recall the 
unnerving style of early slasher movies and are 
much more unsettling than the film’s jump 
scares which you can see coming a mile off. 

The Strangers: Prey At Night is undoubtedly 
thick with atmosphere but rather thin on 
originality. There’s one scene that’s particularly 
promising, as Luke finds his way to an outdoor 
swimming pool and all the neon signs come on 
around it. Visually it’s great and promises an 
injection of something more interesting and 
edgy into a rather plodding shocker. It’s a 
shame then that after this striking scene, 
Johannes Roberts’ film reverts to type so 
readily. 

At best, you could argue The Strangers: Prey 
At Night is a knowing riff on a particular sub¬ 
genre of horror. At worst, you might say it’s 
little more than a bunch of genre cliches that it 
never breaks free of.

PARENTAL PRESSURE 


TULLY (15) ★★★★★ 

M other doesn’t know 
best - she is 
teetering on the 
precipice of a 
nervous breakdown 
in Jason Reitman’s beautifully 
crafted and bittersweet portrait 
of modern parenthood. 

The third collaboration 
between the Montreal-born 
director and screenwriter 
Diablo Cody, who won an 
Oscar for her exemplary script 
for Juno, conceals poignant 
home truths behind trademark 
snappy dialogue and a 
mistimed sleight of hand that 
leaves a satisfying lump in the 
throat. 

There is undeniable pleasure 
in unravelling the many layers 
to Reitman’s delicately 
observed film and the flawed 
yet deeply sympathetic 
characters, who struggle to 
articulate their fears to each 
other and prefer to suffer in 
anguished silence. 

It is not until a 21st century 
Mary Poppins, who takes 
multitasking to dizzying new 
heights, materialises in the 
fractured family home and re¬ 
energises the exhausted 
matriarch with an endless 
supply of self-help aphorisms, 
that an emotional dam breaks 
and the tears cascade. 


Charlize Theron delivers a 
heartbreaking performance as 
a mother of three who is 
desperate to dodge the 
postnatal depression she 
suffered after the birth of her 
“quirky” second child, but is 
reluctant to ask for help. 

It’s a transformative role for 
the Oscar-winning actress, who 
gained more than 20kg to 
convincingly portray her 
cluckless mother hen. 

Mario (Theron) is poised to 
give birth and welcome a new 
life into the cluttered home she 
shares with her husband Drew 


(Ron Livingston), son Jonah 
(Asher Miles Fallica) and eight- 
year-old daughter Sarah (Lia 
Frankland). 

Her wealthy brother Craig 
(Mark Duplass) is concerned 
that Mario won’t cope and he 
offers to pay for a night nanny, 
who will take care of the baby 
after dark, allowing his sister to 
get a good night’s sleep. 

Initially, Mario rejects his 
kind offer and she soldiers on, 
trading barbs with concerned 
school headmistress Laurie 
(Gameela Wright), who fears 
her staff can’t adequately cater

to Jonah special needs. 

When the pressure becomes 
too much, Mario calls the night 
nanny and 26-year-old Tully 
(Mackenzie Davis) arrives at 
the front door and immediately 
takes charge. 

“I’m like Saudi Arabia. I have 
an energy surplus,” grins Tully 
as she bakes, cleans and 
nurtures while mere mortals 
sleep. 

Mario forges a close bond 
with the enigmatic younger 
woman, and that friendship 
deepens when it becomes 
evident that Tully’s expertise 
extends far beyond mewling 
newborns. 

“You can’t be a good mother 
if you don’t practise self-care,” 
she counsels soothingly. 

Tully is carefully 
embroidered with exquisite 
lines of pithy dialogue that 
demonstrate Cody’s finely 
tuned ear for free-flowing 
conversation. 

Theron is the picture’s steady 
emotional heartbeat and her 
raw, unselfconscious portrayal 
nourishes supporting cast 
including a luminous turn from 
Davis. 

The audacity of the final act 
will prove divisive but fortune 
favours the brave and 
Reitman’s picture is quietly 
assured in its boldness.

Not content with being a successful 
musician, Beans On Toast, aka Jay 
McAllister is now an author too. He 
tells Darryl Webber about his debut 
book ahead of a date back in Essex

hat I like about 
Beans On Toast is 
his can-do attitude. 
Since first seeing 
him hold a 

Wembley Arena crowd captive 
as first act before a stellar line¬ 
up that included Frank Turner, 
Billy Bragg and Scroobius Pip 
vs Dan Le Sac, I’ve seen the 
way he connects with people. 
Be it to thousands at Wembley 
or just a few people down the 
pub. He’s got an everyday 
charm and down-to-earth 
attitude that wins people over. 

The songs help of course. 
‘Drunk folk’ as he calls it, 
heartfelt, politically and 
socially engaged tunes that are 
funny and relatable are another 
reason he’s built up an 
enthusiastic following since his 
debut album, the 50-track (yes, 
you read that right) Standing 
On A Chair was released in 
2009. 

Since then, the Rayne lad 
who also goes by the name of 
Jay McAllister, has been 
prolific, releasing an album 
every year, just in time for 
Christmas, and touring 
relentlessly. 

I catch up with him over the 
phone as he’s in the back of a 
van being driven from Atlanta 
to North Carolina as part of a 
US tour. It’s a long way from 
his days in bands in Essex in 
the 1990s when travelling 
between Braintree and 
Chelmsford was a more 
common journey. 

We’re talking because Beans 
On Toast has written a book 
that strings together his 
adventures and stories from his 
eventful, often nomadic life. 
Entitled Drunk Folk Stories, it’s 
out this week and Jay is touring 
the UK this month to promote 
it, mixing up songs and stories 
in special seated performances. 

So why a book at this point? 

“A book isn’t something I 
thought I’d do to be honest. I’d 
been telling the stories for 
years on stage and in pubs. The 
stories were all locked down. 
Then last year, I was touring 
Germany on my own, travelling 
around by train. I had a laptop 
but no Wifi, so I just started 
writing them down as a 
project, for something to do, 
and I really enjoyed it. 

“By writing them down they 
got a bit deeper and more 


stretched out. I found I could 
reel them out much easier than 
I thought.” 

Was it a matter of honing 
down a whole lot of material 
for the book or did he have 
certain stories in mind from 
the outset? 

“Ten stories seemed like a 
nice round number. The main 
thing was knowing which ones 
I had to include so that made it 
easier. I knew certain ones 
would have to go in. By telling 
the stories over and over, it 
helped refine them and it made 
me think about them a bit 
more.” 

Jay’s writing is very natural 
and conversational, so you feel 
like you could be down the pub 
listening to him spinning a yar. 
They’re funny, warm and 
insightful and sprinkled with 
mischief. 

Like the time he went to 
Glastonbury and had to survive 
the whole weekend with wet 
clothes, no tent, knowing no 
one and just £50 to spend. Or 
when he decided to play some 


songs at an open mic at the 
festival one year and next year 
found himself sharing a stage 
with Billy Bragg. He’s now a 
friend of the Bard of Barking 
and if you take away one thing 
from reading his book it would 
be this: go for it. That’s what 
he’s always done and it’s 
worked out pretty well for him. 

For anyone who’s followed 
the Essex music scene over the 
years, there’s plenty in the 
book to get your teeth into as 
well. The first couple of 
chapters cover Jay’s early years 
in bands in the 1990s. Names 
like Planet Empathy, Union Kid 
and Jellicoe, as well as visits to 
the Army and Navy and the 
first V Festival, will trawl up 
memories for lots of people. 

He’s looking foward to 
returning to Essex as part of 
the Drunk Folk Stories tour, 
dropping into Colchester Arts 
Centre and no doubt seeing 
some familiar faces while he’s 
telling his stories. But he does 
admit he hasn’t overdone the 
preparation for these live dates 


“It will be a different format 
to usual so I had to look at 
different venues. It’s coming 
along. It’ll be off the cuff as 
usual,” he says. 

“Just because it’s seated I 
don’t want it to feel like it’s too 
contrived. I might put a shout¬ 
out for songs on social media. 
I’ll try to play some oldies from 
my back catalogue that don’t 
get an airing too often.” 

With his debut album getting 
a re-release on vinyl too, Jay 
must look back on his career so 
far with a great deal of 
satisfaction. 

“I’ve been very lucky to be 
able to make and release music 
but there’s no great secret to it. 
Everyone can do it. My attitude 
is just go for it.” 

It’s an attitude that seems to 
seems to be working.

I was in with the in-crowd by 
the time I left NZ as I was asking 
for a glass of "savvie" instead of 
a sauvignon blanc; I'm now very 
hip. 

New Zealand has made this 
grape its own and winemakers 
and marketing people have been 
celebrating this week in the lead- 
up to International Sauvignon 
Blanc Day (May 4). 

The classic region is 
Marlborough in the north-east of 
the South Island. I flew over 
Blenheim in the Wairau Valley, 
sweeping over acres of vineyards

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and I was surprised how flat it 
was. The nearby Awatere Valley 
is more undulating. 

Sauvignon blanc wines from 
the Wairau Valley are more 
driven by tropical fruit notes, 
whereas Awatere wines can be 
more herbaceous and grassy. 

Enough. Here's some wine. 

■ Co-op Irresistible 
Explorers Marlborough 
Sauvignon Blanc (£7.49, 
12.5% abv): The wine is 
created for the Co-op by 
winemaker Heather Stewart 
at St Clair Family Estate. The 



nose isn't overly-pungent but it 
still has vibrant notes of passion 
fruit, grapefruit, gooseberry and 
a good acidity which makes the 
mouth water. 

■ Jackson Estate Stick 
Sauvignon Blanc 2017 (RRP 
£13, Waitrose, Tesco and Ocado, 
13% abv): New Zealand is 
inextricably linked to all things 
Hobbit-y because of Peter 
Jackson's epic films. I didn't 
expect to admire the skills of 
the films' design team at the 
Jackson estate just outside 
Blenheim. The cellar door has 
the look of a Hobbiton 
country shack and their 
private tasting room has 
been designed like a Hobbit's 
home. It was here I tasted 
this wine; it is fresh and lively 
with characterful fruit - 


lemon and lime and a blossom of 
white peach. 

■ Small and Small Serious 
Sauvignon Blanc 2017 (£18.99 
or £12.99 if you're an Angel 
investor at Naked Wines, 13% 
abv): This is a new vintage due in 
at Naked Wines and was one of 
my standout choices at their 
summer showcase this week. The 
wine has classic signature 
notes of sauvignon blanc, but 
as it is fermented and 
matured in old French casks 
there are layers of 
complexity and a slightly 
buttery note. Seriously 
delicious. 

■ Greywacke Wild 
Sauvignon Blanc (£28, 

Oddbins, or £27 in a buy 
six deal at Majestic, 14% 
abv): The word "wild" 



indicates that natural yeasts on 
the grape skins and in the winery 
kicked off the fermentation. This 
production style creates a weave 
of flavours; dried herbs, peach, 
custard and pears. You can find 
the equally enjoyable but 
traditionally made Greywacke 
Marlborough Sauvignon Blanc 
2017 (13% abv) at the Wine 
Society for £17.50.

Forensic anthropologist 
Dame Professor Sue Black 


Leading forensic scientist Dame Professor Sue 
Black tells HANNAH STEPHENSON why she 

chose to spend her life surrounded by death, 
and why TV shows such as CSI, Bones and 
Silent Witness are far removed from reality 



S HE has witnessed some of 
the world’s most traumatic 
sights, from mass graves in 
Kosovo to the tsunami 
devastation in Thailand. 
Dame Professor Sue Black, 
one of the world's leading forensic 
anthropologists, has also picked 
through writhing maggots, 
decomposed bodies and mutilated, 
decapitated corpses in her quest to 
identify the dead. But why does she 
do it? 

"I never planned it,” says 
Inverness-born Sue, 56. "It's fate, 
being in the right place at the right 
time and the opportunity was there. 
At no point did I think, ‘I want to be a 
forensic scientist or a professor!' 

Her job centres on helping identify 
bodies through bone analysis, unlike 
pathologists, who determine the 
cause and manner of death. Some of 
Sue's work involves cold cases, when 
all other avenues have been 
exhausted. 

While she often finds herself 
dealing with the most macabre 
cases of murder, in the flesh, this 
no-nonsense Scot is an upbeat 
character with a dry sense of humour, 
clearly identifiable in her memoir, All 
That Remains. 

"There is a dark sense of humour 
among forensic teams," she agrees, 
"but it's part of the coping 
mechanism. Laughing is what gets 
you through 17-hour days when you 
are exhausted and what you are 
doing is not a normal job for most 
people. The humour is almost always 
directed at your team members, 
never at the deceased or the family of 
the deceased. That part of the job is 
sacrosanct.” 

Sue, who divides her time between 
case work, teaching and laboratory 
research at the University of Dundee, 
where she is director of the Centre for 


Anatomy & Human Identification, 
has never been squeamish. 

Growing up in the Scottish 
countryside on the outskirts of 
Inverness, her father would go out 
hunting, bringing home rabbits and 
pigeons which he'd shot. "It was my 
job to skin them and gut them and I 
never thought twice about it," she 
recalls. 

She does, however, have a 
pathological fear of rats, which may 
explain why she plumped for the 
study of bones rather than pathology, 
where there may have been a fair bit 
of rat dissection. 

Her fear harks back to the time 
her parents ran a hotel in the west 
of Scotland, when there was a 
dustmen's strike. 

"I can remember seeing my father 
beating a rat to death -1 can see its 
red eyes and its tail lashing and I can 
hear it growling. I thought it was 
going to leap at me and from that 
point forward, I was scared. 

"It's not just rats, it’s any land of 
rodent, whether it's a mouse or a 
capybara (the largest living rodent in 
the world), alive or dead." 

She’s been to scenes where rats 
would certainly be present - decrepit 
buildings, mass graves, rubbish tips 
where bones have been found, 
locations of natural disasters. She 
admits she sends in police or soldiers 
to get rid of the rodents before 
she will enter, and at home, Sue 


and her husband Tom, a former 
anatomist who now works in finance, 
have a cat. 

She acknowledges people have 
become more interested in the 
forensic side of investigation, thanks 
to the popularity of TV shows like 
Silent Witness and CSI. 

"I tend not to watch them. That 
would be like an A&E consultant 
watching Casualty," she says. 

"Some shows are better than others 
but they are there to entertain, not to 
educate. Having to wind a story 
around a subject makes it more 
appealing than often is the reality of 
the subject. 

"We do get students who come to 
university thinking it's one thing, and 
then finding it's another. But you do 
have to study statistics, have ethics 
and morals and understand the 
research process. There’s an 
unrealistic portrayal in fictional TV 
because it's about entertainment." 

Fictional forensic work is one 
thing, but her life trying to identify 
the dead is quite another. 

Sue attended horrific scenes in 
Kosovo, where whole communities 
had been massacred, requiring the 
exhumation of mass graves. 

On another assignment, she 
witnessed complete chaos in 
Thailand following the 2004 
Boxing Day tsunami, as makeshift 
mortuaries were set up in temples in 
searing temperatures, where relatives 


frantically tried to identify their loved 
ones in a sea of decomposing bodies. 

Surely those scenes are enough to 
push anyone over the edge, but Sue 
says: "I tend not to get upset in the 
horrendous situations where you 
might expect members of the public 
to become upset. This is what we do 
and what we are trained to do. 

"I’ve never had a nightmare or 
woken up worrying about something, 
I've never had a good cry in the 
corner about anything. It doesn't 
affect me in that way at all." 

At the end of her last, and longest, 
tour of Kosovo in 2000, the police 
sent out a team of counsellors for Sue 
and her colleagues, a move which 
was met with derision. 

"There was some resentment at 
outsiders coming into an area which 
they didn't 
understand. They 
hadn't been to a scene 
or worked a 17-hour 
day. 

"When we came 
across a situation 
where anybody was 
being affected by it, we 
dealt with it between 
ourselves. You sat down 
and talked it out and 
often that's the best 


way, when you can 
do it with friends 
you can trust. 

"The job at work 
- you didn't cause it, 
you're not 
responsible for it, 
you don't have any 
guilt for it, you’re 
there because you’re 
required to do the 
job to the best of 
your ability," she 
reasons. 

A mother of three 
grown-up daughters, she says having 
a family and becoming a parent 
hasn't changed her attitude towards 
her work, or meant she has stronger 
emotional responses. 

"It made no difference to me. I 
don't think my children have made 
me look at the work that I do any 
differently, other than there are 
certain jobs I’ve been asked to do 
that I've turned down because I have 
responsibility as a mother - and they 
were in parts of the world which were 
particularly dangerous at the time. 

"But you do come home and hug 
your children tighter. You become a 
more appreciative parent." 

And then the humour returns. She 
laughs when reminded that, in 2013, 
she made Radio 4 Woman’s Hour 
Power List as one of the 100 most 

powerful women in the UK. 

"I haven't got the power 
to strip the skin off a 
tangerine," she quips. "I can 
assure you that caused a 
tremendous amount of 
hilarity in my office."

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Insurance covers the cost of replacing many of our possessions, but what about Irreplaceable items? 


I magine. Your home is 

about to be burn down, or 
flood, or even collapse 
due to an earthquake. If 
you could only rescue one 
item, which would you 
take? 

Faced with disaster, it 
seems we would opt to save 
irreplaceable objects of 
sentimental value rather top of 
the range laptops or sound 
systems. But women and men can 
differ on priorities. 

Both men and women would 
abandon jewellery and 
technology to save family 
pictures, says insurer Admiral 
whose new survey shows if only 
allowed one item, it would be 
photo albums. 

After photos, however, the 
genders think differently. Women 
prioritise wedding and 
engagement rings, framed 
photographs, and items made 
by children or grandchildren. 
Women also want to save 
certificates - birth, 
marriage and 
education successes 
- despite easy 
replacability. 

Men place lower value 
on wedding jewellery - 
many men do not wear any 
- but want to save watches, 
laptops, and vinyl 
collections. 

Both women and men 
rate mobile phones as 
the sixth most important 
item to salvage. 

Surprisingly, those aged 
18-24 are sentimental about 
books - these are in their top five 
treasured possessions. 

And those aged 25-34 are keen 
to keep exam certificates because 
these are still important for job 
applications. This age group is 
also the most enthusiastic in 
saving audio equipment - even 
though it can often be replaced 
with better and should be covered 
by insurance. 

The bad news for insurers is 
that two out of three would rather

The point of all this is to check 
you know where the most 
important items for you are kept. 
And that you are adequately 
insured. 

The good news is, home 
insurance premiums seem to 
have stopped increasing. Over the 
past three months, they have 
fallen slightly - although remain 
higher than a year ago, according 
to the AA's British Insurance 
Premium Index. This 
measures buildings 
cover, contents 
insurance and 
combined policies. 

The average quote for 
a combined buildings

most popular and impressive with good pull 
once on the move, through the gears and 
then settling down to a steady long-legged 
cruising gate on main roads where it proved 
economical. 

The automatic transmission is quick and 
very smooth up or down ratios and it is 
matched with nicely balanced steering for 
easy parking or effortless open-road 
precision. The footbrake matched the power 
underfoot and the parking brake held it on a 
steep test slope we use for comparisons. 

There was a lot to like about the simple, 
well-placed switchgear and straightforward 
instruments, but which could have been 
better marked. 

Climate control system was easy to 
understand, use and effective and oddments 
space was good for a family car. It was 


effortless to load the boot from the back and 
its capacity was good and soon increased 
when the seatbacks were dropped. 

Driver and passengers had no trouble 
getting into the cabin, with plenty of front 
seat adjustment and comfortable support, 
and even those behind did not complain 
about a lack of leg or headroom. 

From the driving seat I had issues with 
over-the-shoulder vision when leaving a 
junction or pulling into a stream of traffic, 
or when reversing. Sensors and camera are a 
necessity but you still need to exercise 
caution. 

At night the headlights were bright and far 
reaching while the wipers did a good job in 
heavy rain. 

On the move you could hear the 
suspension absorbing bumps and potholes 


but generally it smoothed them out very 
well despite its bias towards firmness 
overall. 

That may be due to the 4x4 transmission, 
but there was no harshness through the 
system and it coped very well with wintry 
roads that seemed to linger for too long 
around us. 

Handling was surefooted, responses good 
and body roll or pitching was minimal so 
you never felt out of control or likely to 
induce sickness on longer runs. 

I would have liked less four-cylinder 
engine noise at higher revs, and muted road 
noise, and Mazda could reduce that with 
thicker insulation of the cabin area and 
under the bonnet. 

Unlike its sibling, the CX5 is not a sports 
car but it has a respectable acceleration, is 
refined on motorways and can give almost 
40mpg overall. 

It does nothing badly but a lot very well.

Her coach at Tegate, Carol Bull 
first put Burt forward put her 
forward for East Essex Satellite 
and county trials at the age of 12.

“When she was just nine her 
primary school teacher told us 
she had an eye for the game - he 
nicked named her ‘Snake eyes 
Burt’,” added Kim. 

“Their school team won the 
Harlow Primary High 5 tourna¬ 
ment , which put them through to 
the Essex County primary finals 
and they came runners up. 

“In February Jaz first trialled 
for U21s England Nets in 
Leicester.
